Another hockey season has come and gone at Ridley and 
he past one has seen many ups and downs at all levels. Before 
any mention is made of the Ist Hockey Team, let us examine 
the structure of hockey in the Upper School. There were a total 
of 105 boys playing organized hockey this past season in the 
Upper School. They are broken down as follows: 


Junior League consisting of 4 teams totalling 40 players; 


Senior League consis‘ing of 20 players; 
Under 16 consisting of 16 players; 
Seconds consisting of 15 players; 
Firsts consisting of 14 players. 
From the Junior and Senior Leagues there were

schools. In all there were approximately 65 matches played against 
outside teams throughout the course of the season. The result of 
this competition is becoming very apparent in the calibre of 
hockey players that Ridley is producing. This competition, along 
with the added use of the rink during the evenings for the past 
few years, is producing some very good prospects along with a 
stimulating recreation program for a large number of boys.

For the second time during the last three years, the Ist 
Hockey Team won the Independent Schools hockey champion- 
ship. This season marked a milestone in that Ridley defeated 
Upper Canada College for the first time in ten years. During 
these past three years, the Ridley Ist Team has not lost a hockey 
game in Independent School play. Last season was marred by 
two tie games; one with Upper Canada and one with Lakefield 
which relegated Ridley to second place behind U.C.C. in the 
standing. 

This season saw us tie with Trinity College School but 
having defeated the rest of the teams Ridley won the Champion- 
ship.

Ridley 3—Upper Canada College 2 
Ridley 4—Trinity College School 4 
Ridley 3—Lakefield 2 

It was a season that saw the team beset by difficulties, some 
minor and some major, right from the beginning. The overall 
season record of the team: 10 wins, 8 losses and 3 ties, indicates 
that it was not an easy one in any regard. The team was entered 
in two tournaments; one at Appleby—an eight team tournament 
and a four team tournament at Nichols. The record in tourna- 
ment play indicates some frustration — 1 win, 1 tie and 4 losses. 
In 3 of these losses Ridley completely outplayed the opposition 
yet ended up on the short end of the score. The ability of this 
group of boys to rise above this type of adversity indicates a 
measure of the spirit that existed on the team. 

Sincere thanks are in order to the members of the team 
that are leaving the School this year. Hopper, who has exemplified 
in his years at Ridley, a great desire and a greater sense of un- 
selfishness. He will be missed. Fishburn who, when the chips are 
down, showed the leadership of which he is so capable. Perkins 
who in his first year on the team showed the tremendous desire 
and intestinal fortitude which has marked his years at Ridley. 

To these young men, to captain Rounthwaite I, and to the 
other members of this team, Ridley would like to say thank you. 
Never let your spirit fail.

In the Sports department a very busy and moderately 
successful season has now been completed.

This workshop will be held in 
the Ridley College Gymnasium and both Upper and Lower 
School Assembly Halls. 


For any universal illness — physical or social — prevention 
before cure or treatment is the key. 

Therefore, with the combined efforts of professional and 
lay people, speakers and seminars, the educational approach will 
be stressed on this day before the obvious medical approach. 

The Hon. Robert Welch will kick off the Workshop with a 
few relevant remarks; his words will be followed by an address 
from Dr. Lionel Solursh, psychiatrist at the Toronto Western 
Hospital and Chairman of the Federal Government’s Special 
Committee “on the non-medical use of Drugs”. 

In the afternoon, Mr. James Allen from New York City, 

ex-heroin addict who is presently an executive director of the 
ddicts Rehabilitation Centre, Manhattan Christian Reform, 
will present a contemporary picture of the narcotic programme 
and treatment in the New York area. Featured as well will be 
an extensive collection of literature on drugs and a drug display, 
compliments of the Morality Division of the St. Catharines Police 
Department. 


Hopefully by the end of the Workshop we shall all be better 
informed and wiser as a result of the broad exposure from the 
best educational process in our society today, “The Voices of 
Experience”’.

The Big Brother Show 


On Wednesday, March 18th the lights were cut in the 
Ridley gymnasium and a roving spot-light caught two boys 
neatly decked out in jeans with colourful sweat-bands around their 
heads, carrying a Canadian and an American flag. As_ they 
marched towards the stage followed by similar aristocrats, taped 
music of a fanfare accompanied them. It seemed scarcely an 
auspicious opening to The Big Brother Show, but was not a fair 
indication of what was to follow. 

Maybe somewhere in the dregs of Ridley society there is a 
budding theatrical genius. Whoever organized that awkward and 
painfully embarrasing opening extravaganza deserves three cheers 
from the cast. He skilfully established a slow, dragging pace for 
the rest of the evening which was delightfully broken in almost 
every skit or sketch that followed. This of course intensified 
the joy of the audience, whose laughter was a mixture of humour 
and hysterical relief. No one could have gone to bed that night 
disappointed. 

The skits themselves were also cleverly done. They were 
obviously patterned after the TV show, “Laugh-In”, but with that 
lack of perfectionism (to say the least) that can only be found in 
an amateur night. This was obviously the formula for success as 
far as a school boy audience was concerned. The fact that each 
boy in the audience has a relationship with each boy on the stage 
is a demanding but interesting situation. That genius, whoever 
he is, must have stepped in to play this situation to the hilt. As 
he must have seen it, the answer was “mistakes”. A Ridley 
audience does not want to see its friends making tremendous 
successes of themselves; there is too much competition for that. 
Therefore each performer was really himself as the audience 
knows him, and as a result the anticipated errors were followed 
by the characteristic cover-ups which typify that performer. To 
make this work successfully, the Big Brother Show needed pre- 
viously established personalities such as bullies, loud-mouths, 
clowns and so on. Ridley naturally had no trouble supplying the 
cast, but added a little femininity to top it all off. Behind the 
scenes as well the stage crew played to the audience in the 
same manner as the performers. There was a spot-light that

did tricks in order to find its intended target. That thrilled the 
crowd.

It is too bad that more 
of both groups could not have been present, but perhaps that 
sort of thing is discouraged by the management?

The cast knew the audience enjoyed them- 
selves and the audiences knew the cast enjoyed themselves. What 
could be better?

A New Library At Ridley ? 


No library contains a Ridley education, for each Ridleian 
takes his education with him when he leaves the school. 
Learning at Ridley can be a practice room and a piano, a lab 
bench and a microscope, a chopped-up expanse of field and 
crashing shoulder pads. A Ridley education is learning to live 
with other people; it is learning to accept discipline and re- 
sponsibility; it is learning to give of oneself for the sake of 
loyalty to the group: In no other secondary school setting is 
learning a more multi-faceted thing than it is at Ridley. 


But a Ridley education also rests on an academic curriculum 
— a curriculum which is broadening and deepening with each 
passing year. It is also a curriculum which is placing ever more 
emphasis on the student’s resourcefulness, and less on the 
‘injection’ system by which capsules of knowledge are duly 
delivered each day in the classroom. Academics, then, are quickly 
becoming more like the sort of thing you and I associate with 
our university years — the years in which we learned more 
through reading and research than through the accurate recording 
and regurgitation of dictated notes. For this reason, the cur- 
riculum at Ridley is becoming more and more heavily dependent 
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on a boy and a book, and on a place where the two 6 
comfortably and conveniently get together. 


Ridley has been and must increasingly be committed to ex- 
cellence in education. With the new emphasis on independent 
study as recently endorsed so strongly by the Hall-Dennis Report, 
with the development of new media for transmitting knowledge, 
with the intensifying pressure for admission to university, and 
with the curricular trend away from textbook teaching, the library 
is inevitably taking on a new significance in this search for ex- 
cellence. The need for better libraries in schools of our type has 
therefore become a matter of urgent concern. Innumerable in- 
dependent schools throughout the United States and Canada are 
now translating this concern into new or much-expanded library 
facilities, enlarged library staffs which include qualified personnel, 
and increased financial support. 


Where, at the moment, does Ridley stand in relation to this 
trend? Over the past six years, the school has been nurturing a 
very promising growth of interest in and use of its library. Our 
working collection of books has increased to 8,000 volumes by 
comparison with about 4,000 of dubious usefulness which graced 
our dusty shelves in 1964. In addition to this, our general cir- 
culation is at least five times what it was in 1964. However, the 
demands being made on all of our limited resources . now 
seriously outstrip our ability to satisfy them. For example, we 
currently have reading space for only 16 out of our 290 boys in 
the Upper School; we have study space for only one-sixth of the 
school. Our seminar space is totally inadequate; we have no room 
in the library to install desperately needed microfilm equipment 
— a learning facility which many forward-looking libraries have 
had for the last fifteen years. We have only one full-time adult 
on the library staff, and she, in spite of her tremendousl 
dedicated efforts, cannot by herself begin to serve the erovin 
requirements of a school which is becoming library-oriented. 

We have only four spaces where boys may come in and 
listen to records pertaining to their courses. Most important of 
all, our book collection, although much improved over its state 
six years ago, is still at least 12,000 volumes below the number 
it should and must ultimately contain. We have, in the past, 
relied heavily on the augmenting resources of local public and 
university libraries. So have all the high schools in St. Catharines. 
However, we are already beginning to find that the public 
libraries do not stock many of the specialized texts we need; 
and the day will soon be upon us when the university library 
will have to place limitations on the high school use of its 
facilities in order to protect the priority of its own growing 
population. 


Where do we go from here? As I see it, there are really 
only two alternatives. We can continue to talk apathetically 
about ‘doing something with the library’ while Ridley falls 
farther and farther behind in her ability to include modern 
educational trends (some L.B.F. Schools are already five years 
ahead of us in their new facilities and planning), or we can stop 
talking and begin to do something concrete towards putting 
Ridley in the academic forefront where she belongs. In urging 
the importance of the library, I am not for a moment suggesting 
that we do not have a parallel need in the school for expanded 
and improved athletic facilities — as I pointed out earlier, these 
help to provide a major portion of a Ridley education — but I 
maintain that, in a society which is placing an increasing value 
on a sound academic training, we must provide the best op- 
portunity for our boys to achieve to the utmost of their capabil- 
ities as students. A library is no longer an isolated department 
making a fringe contribution to the students’ development; it i 
the school’s most important academic resource. If we are since 
in our desire for excellence in a Ridley education, we wil 
surely do everything in our power to realize it. And this is why 
we must build a new library at Ridley.

Swimming — 1970 


The First and Second Swimming Teams enjoyed an active 
season; the First Team, under Stan Longstaff as captain, trained 
faithfully but succeeded in winning only one meet and _ tying 
another. The Seconds were somewhat more successful, winning 
four out of six meets, beating De Veaux twice, U.C.C. and T.CS., 
but losing in a return meet with U.C.C. and losing also to S.A.C, 
by a close score. The First Team lost twice to De Veaux and once 
to S.A.C. and T.C.S.; the competition was keen, however, and 
the scores very close. The Firsts tied in the first meet with U.C.C. 
and won the return meet. 

The Little Big Four Meet was held on March 14th, at the 
beautiful York University pool. It was the first time we had swum 
metric distances; naturally the winning time in each event set a 
new record; Ridley was not successful in winning any events but 
we placed well in most events, finishing in third place with 38 
points. S.A.C. is to be congratulated on winning its third con- 
secutive L.B.F. title, with 55 points; U.C.C. made an excellent 
showing with 48 points; T.C.S. provided good competition also, 
finishing with 27 points. This meet was the most exciting in 
years, with each race providing a very close finish. If we should 
return in future years to a 25 yard pool, Ridley’s L.B.F. records 
(we hold six of the nine) will again be at stake. In the 29 year 
history of the L.B.F. Meets, Ridley has won 13 (including one 
Heminceumwilim LGC) pu SeAC Can manG me meAChm LOU ©.

On Sunday April 19 at 8:30 p.m. an opening recital will be 
given by Mr. Peter Orme on the newly rebuilt organ in the Ridley 
Chapel. 

The art of organ building reached iis highest point of 
perfection during the late seventeenth and early eighteenth cen- 
turies, chiefly in Germany and the Netherlands. Many beautiful 
instruments have survived the ravages of time and conflict and 
may be heard on record. One cannot fail to be impressed by the 
transparent clarity of the sound, by the percussive speech of the 
pipes and by the effect of power without overwhelming loudness. 
It was at this point in time that the greatest organ music was 
composed. From the vast literature of the period the works of J. 
S. Bach stand supreme. 

In recent years the organ building industry has sought 
to regain the tonal refinement and character of the eighteenth 
century instrument and at the same time to retain the best of 
later schools. The specification of the Ridley organ has been 
considerably revised and enlarged. It now contains a preponder- 
ance of classic eighteenth century voices as well as those necessary 
to the performance of Romantic and Modern music. The program 
for the recital on April 19 will demonstrate the instrument’s ability 
to do justice to old and new styles of composition:
